DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
alone or in combination discloses an electronic apparatus comprising: a case constituting an 
armor; and a component part containing chamber in which a component part is removably 
contained through a first opening provided in the inside of said case and opened in an outside 
surface of said case; wherein a second opening is provided in a wall portion forming said 
component part containing chamber; a component part containing space communicated with said 
second opening is provided in the inside of said case; a holder is provided which comprises a 
first plate portion detachably attached to said second opening so as to shut off said second 
opening, and a second plate portion projecting from said first plate portion and extending in said 
component part containing space in the condition where said first plate portion shuts off said 
second opening; a separable body is held in said holder; and said first opening, said component 
part containing chamber, and said second opening are formed in such sizes that said holder with 
said separable body held in said holder can be moved from said component part containing space 
to the exterior of said case.
